"Let us change conditions about us rather than adapt ourselves to condi- 
tions whether right or wrong." 


There are doctors in the profession who go on through the years with 
little addition to the instruction they received while in school. They are 
content to do as other doctors do, with no new thoughts of their own. Many 
fail to grasp some new thought or teaching simply because they follow the 
Philosophy of the thermometer. 


The thermostat, on the other hand, regulates its environment. Many 
have experienced a summer ride in a railway coach with no heat regulator, 
and then have travelled in an air-conditioned car in great comfort, re- 
gardless of the outside heat. With the thermostat it is possible to turn 
the dial and obtain the desired degree of temperature. Persons who follow 
the thermostatic philosophy can set before themselves certain ideals and 
proceed to realize them. Such people in any profession are the great pio- 
neers and reformers. They have ideals and create an environment in which 


all can live in peace and comfort.
